Le Jecause of the lack of foreign orders, the costume jewelry industry at 
Jablonee (Gablonz ~ 051/625) and vicinity is being transferred to the 
25X1 preduction of small metal parts, textiles and building materials. 


@o Yhe following firas formerly produced metallic costume jevelry but are 
now Pilling large orders,placed principally by the Czechoslovak Armament 
Jorka in Modrany (051/77): Wala & Sons at Smrsovka Clorchenstern - 
051/626); Feixe & Sons now conao)idated with Markovsky & Sons st Jablonec: 
Zasche at Jablonec and Brdicka, also located at Jablonec. These firms are 
also supplying part of their production to the Jawa motorcycle factory in 
Préha (051/L78). The products being delivered are semi~finished steel. parts 
for use li artonatic weapons and various steel and alloy pieces for the 
armanent industry in general. Sub-contracts are alse placed with firms 
which formerly supplied the costume jewelry industry. Extra labor is 
being allocated to the above-mentioned firms, hich have sufficient orders 
to carry then to 1953. 


The Tamvaldske Strojimy (Machine Factory) at Tanvald (Tannwald < 
051/636), part of the national enterprise Kovo which produces textile 
wachines, ig now filling orders for the Czechoslovak Armament Jorka at 
Hiemo (P50/NLO) and “Nodrany and for the Jawa motorcycle factory in Praha. 
Barrels for rifles, machine guns and automatic veapons are being 

delivered, Tarvaldske Strojirny ewoloye more than five hundred workers and 
wore labor is being recruited from Moravia, from the Pizen (N5G/L04) area 
ead from the Labe (Mibe) River valley. The textile factories which are 
vormected with Tarwaldgke Strejirny are working exclusively on orders 

ron the USSR for military uniforms and linen for military purposes.

this is the firm Hruby & Co, liieh has been united vith the firm 

Jan Xorinek at Serily (Semil ~ 051/63), already a “etber of the 

national enterprise Csechoslovek Chandelier Production at Kamenicsxy senoy 
Tne combined firn XorinekeHruby will be esolished and :noved to Namen- 

icky Senov. These firms at present have orders frou abroad, chiefly froa the 
Mited States ani Australia. The only factory in the Zclesny Brod area «iiich 
is doing ell is the firm “Nejedio at Pelechow (to kiloneters outside 
Zeleagny Brod), engaced in the production of mechanically ground chandelier 
veniants. This pliant is onerating nll tine and there is a considerable 
backlog of orders fron the United states, 


The textile industry in the Seally and Celegny Brod areas is occupied 
completely with filling orders froa the UsoN. Additional sorkers ~ foruer 
tradesme: and tacir dependents ~- are being allocate! to this industry but 
are very poorly paid. 


Sxilled metal vorkers sre being reeruited in the Jablonec area and are 
being allocated to the ansrction factory at Hradec Kralove. This plant 
was built by the Gernans during the war near the freicht station Located 
at the crossing of roads Horice (051/662) - Hradec Kralove and Siirice 
(O51/G72) ~ Pardubice (051/179). The plant exploys about 1200 workers. 
She firn Rawe & Utler at Vrchlabi (lohenelbe ~ 051/655) is soon to be 
neved to ilradec «ralove and atisched to the axrmnition factory for vmhich 
it “roduces wooden boxes. ‘“lachiner has been transferred from the :w:etal 
industry at Jablonec to this anwrition factory. This includes friction 
oresses, ecceritric sresses, autouatic machines for the pressing of deep 
gravn products, and tvo vachines for the uakinc of sorinkle or dye castings, 


In addition to reeruiting ‘orsers frou the costume jevelry in‘ustry for the 
arrlunition factory at hradec Kralove, the labor office in Jabloanec as 
ordered by tae Con unist Seerct-riat (sie) to oruanize 1000 workers in Janu- 
ary 1950 ani the sane number in February to work in the "Brigades" in the 
coal mines at Morayske Ostrava (P50/059). A portion of these vorkers 

were to be emmloyed in the wire factory at Bonnin (290/J50) where a 
mecial cable is produced.
